{date our wailings-have fallen on deaf ears. but certain develop- 
Sments taking place in colored baseball proves -that the white 
. (booking agencies have not, been asleep to-thé,emergency. 

A white booking agency in New York controls all of the 
-bookings in the lucrative parks in New York and Long Is- 
“Tand; Such teams as Farmers, Bushwicks, Bay. Parkways.and 

Springfield Grays are all controlled by this agency. 

-> The agency has extended its field of operation and has 
taken over the best parks along the Jersey-coast. Bay. Park- 
ways now represents Red Bank and plays there two nights a 
week; the Farmers play at Long Branch and Mt. Vernon rep- 
yesents Belmar. This agency handles all of the booking of 
games in these parks and collects the usual 10 per cent from 

- every club playing there.

“This booking monopoly is becoming a real menace to 
the financial success of colored league clubs. Most of the’ 
teams in the N. N. L. can make money playing each other on 
Sundays but it is the week day booking that prowides the, 
money to meet payrolls and current expenses, With this im- 
portant income depended upon the whims of a white booking 
agency one can easily see how that agency could wreck any 
* team in the league if it so desired, by merely refusing to 
book the club in any of’ these better paying parks. . 

The idea of controlling Negro baseball by handling their 
booking was the late Nat Strongs and it is being carried out 
by the corporation: he established, Bill ‘Leuschner is the power 
behind the throne today and xules, with an iron hand. .

For many years: colored clubs have been going into 
Bushwicks park on a flat guarantee of $700 and only 
Abe Manley of the Eagles has had the nerve to fight to 
| - get a percentage of the gate. Colored clubs draw as high 
as 15,000 fans-in the park, so it is not hard to see where 
ithe money--goes:- 
© In the Philadelphia area, Ed Gottlieb, owner of the 
> Philadelphia Stars, controls the booking and all league clubs 

“going into that area have to be booked by him. Both of these 
> \nen are extremely. interested- in-Negro-baseball and not too 
-— \nxious to see the Negro National League-become too'strong. 

Their booking interests are far more important than the 

building of a strong league that would take this lucrative 
business from them. i : 
: It is strange too, that both-men- also have an interest in 
other colored clubs and use them quite frequently in these 
~ parks, Leuschner has the Brooklyn Royals and Gottlieb-the 
\... Bacharack Giants, neither team being members of the NNL.

-” Certain owners of the league clubs have sought to break this 
monopoly on booking by barnstorming through the South and 
West. The Eagles have toured the South and the Black Yankees 
and Baltimore Elite Giants, and ithe West with the ‘Homestead 
Grays. The idea: is to build up interest in league clubs:in certain 
cities in these sections so thatthe teams can be kept'busy playing 
and not remain home at the mercy of these two powerful agencies. 

; The situation offers a real paradox. White bookers control 
“ac the-parks, -but they must. book colored clubs to: draw’ the crowds: 
The Negro National League could buck these agencies by refusing ~ 
to play in these parks and they would have. to fold up. On the 
other hand, the colored league owners seem to be unable to take 
the same parks over.and make.them a_paying. proposition playing - 


each other. s 
Abe Manley tried this in Trenton but the venture was 


not a success and’he gave it-up. The Black Yankees used to 
have Paterson and for two years made good money: but then 
the interest died and Semler withdrew. 

. .'The situation is a serious one and may hold-a solution to 
the success or failure of organized Negro baseball. It is.cer- 
tain that the NNL cannot permit the financial security of its 
members to rest in the hands of white hookers. It is equally 
important that ways be found to keep the teams playing daily, 
and near at home. The present arrangement is far from satis- 
factory to the owners but they have to be contented to bide 
their time before taking any drastic steps. ; 

The showdown may: come at the Winter.meeting ‘of the 
league when owners will have‘had a chance'to properly ap- 
praise the success of their barnstorming trips through the 
West and South. The only handicap to.this alternative is the 
fact that it keeps the teams too far away from home. and 

i causes public interest to wane. 

Despite the’ difficulties, this scribe still believes that. the 
colored owners should call for a showdown and set up their 
own booking agency and dictate to the independent white 
bookers and not be controlled by them. ’
